32 new

European astronomers have found 32 new planets 
outside our solar system, adding evidence to the 
theory that the universe has many places where life 
could develop. 

Scientists using the European Southern 
Observatory telescope didn’t find any planets quite 
the size of Earth or any that seemed habitable or 
even unusual. But their announcement increased 
the number of planets discovered outside the solar 
system to more than 400. 

Six of the newly found planets are several times 
bigger than Earth, increasing the population of so- 
called super-Earths by more than 30 percent. Most 
planets discovered so far are far bigger, Jupiter- 
sized or even larger. 

Two of the newly discovered planets were as 
small as five times the size of Earth and one was 
up to five times larger than Jupiter.

Pot-smoking patients or their sanctioned suppliers 
should not be targeted for federal prosecution in states 
that allow medical marijuana, prosecutors were told 
Monday in a new policy memo issued by the Justice 
Department. 

Under the policy spelled out in a three-page legal 
memo, federal prosecutors are being told it is not agood 
use of their time to arrest people who use or provide 
medical marijuana in strict compliance with state law. 

The guidelines issued by the department do, howev- 
er, make it clear that federal agents will go after people 
whose marijuana distribution goes beyond what is per- 
mitted under state law or use medical marijuana as a 
cover for other crimes. 

The memo advises prosecutors they “should not focus 
federal resources in your states on individuals whose 
actions are in clear and unambiguous compliance with 
existing state laws providing for the medical use of mari- 
juana.” 

The new policy is a significant departure from the 
Bush administration, which insisted it would continue to 
enforce federal anti-pot laws regardless of state codes. 

“Tt will not be a priority to use federal resources to 
prosecute patients with serious illnesses or their care- 
givers who are complying with state laws on medical 
marijuana, but we will not tolerate drug traffickers who 
hide behind claims of compliance with state law to mask 
activities that are clearly illegal,” Atty. Gen. Eric Holder 
said in a statement. 

Advocates say marijuana is effective in treating chron- 
ic pain and nausea, among other ailments. 

Holder said in March that he wanted federal law 
enforcement officials to pursue those who violate both 
federal and state law, but it has not been clear how that 
goal would be put into practice. 

The memo spelling out the policy was sent Monday to 
federal prosecutors in 14 states, and also to top officials 
at the FBI and Drug Enforcement Administration.

Getting schooled 
on CTA’s U-Pass 


Economics tor for Chicago college stu- 
dents: There’s no such thing as a free ride. 

As part of its plan to battle a projected 
$300 million shortfall, the CTA proposed 
fare hikes last week including a 23 percent 
increase to the U-Pass, a discounted fare- 
card used by many Chicago colleges and 
universities. 

With a U-Pass, full-time students at par- 
ticipating universities are allowed unlim- 
ited rides on the CTA during the school 
year. The card can’t be used on Metra or 
Pace and can’t be shared or transferred. 


The CTA is accepting 
comments from the 
public about the 
proposed fare hikes. 
There will be an Austin 
Town Hall, 5610 West 
Lake St., on Oct. 29. 
Additional town halls 
will be held at Lane 
Technical High School, 
2501 West Addison St., 
on Nov. 2; and South 
Shore Cultural Center, 


7059 South Shore Dr., 
on Nov. 3 (all at 6 p.m). 


The U-Pass recently saw a nearly 16 per- 
cent fare bump. This semester, the CTA is 
charging schools 81 cents per student per 
day for the U-Pass, up from a 70-cent rate earlier this year. 

If the proposed U-Pass fare hike is approved, the CTA would charge 
$1 per student per day, starting with the fall 2010 term. 

“This is ridiculous,” said Columbia College student Melody Ramos, 
20, when asked by “Going Public” about her use of U-Pass. “That 
means that tuition will go up, and students are known for being 
broke.” 

The cost for the U-Pass varies between colleges because of the 
length of their semesters. 

DePaul University undergraduate students pay $71 per quarter for 
their U-Passes, according to the DePaul Web site, while University 
of Illinois-Chicago graduate students pay $109 for the U-Pass each 
semester, according to the UIC Web site. 

Students typically pay the U-Pass fee when they pay their tuition. 

“Tt’s really beneficial for a lot of our students,” said Patrick Tran, 

25, president of the DePaul University College of Law Student Bar 
Association. “There’s a lot of expenses, a lot of costs with going to 
school. ... Adding to the cost of a higher education, it’s a burden no 
matter how much it is.” 

The CTA has U-Pass contracts with 45 colleges and universities, 
CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor said. The University of Chicago is 
just one of a few local institutions that don’t participate. 

The U-Pass is controversial at some colleges, where it’s a required 
expense for full-time students, some of whom complain they don’t use 
the CTA that often. 

A2007 survey of 967 Northwestern graduate students found 20 per- 
cent of respondents were “unconditionally opposed” to the school’s 
U-Pass program. 

A similar Northwestern survey last year found about 35 percent of 
respondents said they use the CTA/U-Pass as their primary mode of 
transportation.

VIOLENT CRIMES IN CHICAGO HAPPEN 
WHEN YOU LEAST EXPECT THEM 


Ask Chicagoans what hour of the day By Alexia 


they think violence in the city peaks, Elefalcte-Rulz 


and many guess it’s the early morning 
hours, when the bars are closing and 
most streets are dark and desolate save for a handful of 
drunken revelers. Not so. According to Chicago police sta- 
tistics obtained by RedEye, the most reported violent index 
crimes citywide happen from 9 to to p.m. Violent index 
crimes, as classified by police, include homicide, criminal 
sexual assault, robbery, aggravated assault and aggravated 
battery. 
Incidents decline every hour after 10 p.m. until hitting a low 
point in the 7 a.m. hour, according to 2008 stats, after which 
violence climbs again. 

While risk likely depends on what neighborhood you're in 
and other circumstances, such as how well lit and populated 
the area is, experts say people should be alert and aware of their 
surroundings even at hours they don’t presume are dangerous. 

“The most vulnerable time is when people’s guard is down,” 
said Tim Critser, head instructor at Self Defense Centers in 
North Center. 

Val Alba of Albany Park, who said he was “beat up pretty 
bad” three years ago after leaving the bars on Rush and Division 
streets at about 3 a.m., said he was surprised to learn that the 
9 p.m. hour has the most reported violent crimes. 

“T would have thought {the most dangerous time] was closing

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time,” said Alba, 34, after RedEye informed 
him of the police statistics. Alba said he and 
a friend were walking to their car near Clark 
Street and North Avenue when a group of 
men jumped them and stole their watches, 
cell phones and wallets. 

The high-profile muggings this summer in 
Lincoln Park and Lakeview, most of which 
happened from 2 to § a.m., according to news 
reports, also indicate a tendency for early 
morning attacks. And police statistics show 
most murders in the city happen from mid- 
night to 4 a.m. 

But look at other violent incidents, such 
as the videotaped beating death last month 
of 16-year-old Derrion Albert in Roseland, 
which took place about 3 p.m., or the beat- 
ing in Edgewater of a 14-year-old boy a week 
later, which happened about 7:45 p.m., and 
the assumption of Chicago’s most dangerous 
hour becomes fuzzier. 

Arthur Lurigio, professor of psychology 
and criminal justice at Loyola University, 
said making a blanket statement about the 
most violent hour in the city doesn’t tell the 
whole story because crime depends ona con- 
fluence of factors —and in a city as diverse as 
Chicago, the timing will likely vary depend- 
ing on where you are. 

“There are multiple factors: gender, race, 
age, class and location, location, location,” 
Lurigio said. “No one can say: 8:45 p.m., go 
in the house and don’t come out.” 

But Lurigio said he isn’t surprised that 
9 p.m. registers the most reported violent 
incidents. The sheer number of people out 
at 9 p.m. is higher than at 2 a.m. or 3.a.m., so 
there simply are more targets, he said. 

The evening also offers prime opportu- 
nity for crime because people out of work 
and school for the day are engaged in social 
interactions, it’s dark and there are fewer 
guardians on the street keeping an eye out, 
Lurigio said. 

People also tend to drink more alcohol in 
the evening, and by 9 p.m. they might reach an 
“optimal level of intoxication” where they're 
disinhibited but not so intoxicated that their 
motor skills are reduced, Lurigio said. 

“If people drink in excess, they become 


dazed, but before that, they can become 
quite animated and aggressive,” Lurigio 
said. “It makes it more likely that people 
who are prone to violence will act out, and 
intoxicated victims are more likely to put up 
a struggle.” 

Nick Goodwin, a police officer with 
Chicago’s Department of Aviation who also 
has worked as a bouncer for more than a 
decade, said some violence can be avoided 
if people are more aware of the situation 
they’re in. 

“If you're walking around Lincoln Park 
West at 4 in the morning, all you’re going 
to see is the occasional partygoer trying to 
get home,” Goodwin said. “Ifyou walk down 
Fulton Street at 7 p.m. on a Thursday, busi- 
ness down there is empty.” 

Goodwin said he was attacked on a Blue 
Line “L’ train at about 10 p.m. several years 
ago, before he was a police officer, by two 
young men who broke a 40-ounce beer bot- 
tle over his head and punched him in the face 
before making off with his baseball cap. 

He said his gut told him something was 
amiss, but he wasn’t quick enough to get 
himself out of the situation. 

“With the benefit of what I know now, 
I would have gotten up and moved,” said 
Goodwin, who also works as a self-defense 
instructor at Self Defense Centers. “Every 30 
or 45 seconds, look around; don’t be afraid to 
look people in the eye.” 

Rachel Mueller of Lakeview said she feels 
vulnerable any time after 10 p.m. She said she 
always makes sure she’s in a cab or walking 
with a group, and is disheartened that some 
of her peers don’t do the same. 

“Girls are so stupid,” Mueller, 23, said. 
“They walk home by themselves drunk.” 

Critser, of Self Defense Centers, said 
attackers search for the easiest opportunity 
with the lowest risk of someone fighting 
back. Restaurant workers are a big target, 
Critser said, as they sometimes stay after 
closing, have a few drinks and then walk out 
carrying a lot of cash from tips. 

“Ifyou’re more aware in your everyday life, 
youre less likely to be a victim,” Critser said.

The show is likely to air just as jurors are 
being qualified for the trial, which is sched- 
uled to start June 3, and anything Blagojevich 
might say about the evidence could cause 
complications, prosecutors told US. District 
Judge James Zagel. 

Blagojevich has “repeatedly commented 
on the evidence” in appearances on TV and 
radio shows in the months since he was 
indicted on charges of scheming to trade or 
sell President Obama’s former U.S. Senate 
seat, Assistant US. Attorney Reid Schar told 
Zagel. Prosecutors did not ask Zagel to bar 
Blagojevich from going on the show. 

The judge said he was similarly concerned 
and told Blagojevich’s attorneys to work out 
an agreement with prosecutors that would 
allow Blagojevich to appear on the show but 
prevent the sort of remarks that might cause 
concern. 

Public statements by defendants about 
criminal charges they’re facing could “create 
a certain amount of jeopardy for the defen- 
dant,” Zagel said. Such remarks also could cre- 
ate “a problem that would cause me to have to 
make difficult judgments,” such as how far the 
government could go in introducing evidence 
to balance what the jury might have heard on 
the TV show, he said. 

Defense attorney Samuel Adam told 
reporters after court it would be unfair to 
block Blagojevich from proclaiming his 
innocence in public. He said U.S. Attorney 
Patrick Fitzgerald used such strong language 
in announcing the indictment that the jury 
pool was already effectively tainted. 

Blagojevich, who didn’t attend the hearing, 
was in New York last week as taping got under 
way. The show is due to air in March.

Loitering for a reason 


Uptown residents 
among locals seeking 
to take back the streets

It’s Friday night and despite the cold rain, a 
crowd forms at Leland Avenue and Sheridan 
Road. 

Just hours before, a brawl had broken out on 
the corner among a large group of young men, 
drawing police and emergency vehicles. It’s at 
least the second time in two months that war- 
ring thugs occupied the corner, and the people 
of Uptown are sick of it. They’re sick of the 
gangs and the drug dealers and the prostitutes. 

So the Friday night crowd unites for “posi- 
tive loitering,” a campaign begun after doz- 
ens of young men took over the intersection 
in mid-August. That melee was captured on 
video and played repeatedly on the news. For 
residents, the clash served as a moment of 
truth: They could stand by and watch violence 
take root in their neighborhood, or they could 


join together and do something about it. 

Although their numbers may be small—there 
are nearly 20 men and women on this night— 
the residents hope their impact is felt. Their 
mission, they say, is to restore order to Uptown, 
at least for one night of the week. The early 
response is promising, no matter how fleeting. 

“The second they see us coming, we see 
them scatter. They go into their buildings, or 
they go down into alleys,” said Uptown resi- 
dent Michael Garzel. “Even on 45-degree eve- 
nings with rain, we'll still be out there because 
we see it working.” 

Police officials have encouraged positive 
loitering around the city. Over the summer, 
the Edgewater Community Council hosted 
Neighborhood Nights on Thorndale, which 
took on a festival atmosphere, with a magi- 
cian, pizza tasting and games. That group held 
its last event in August, and council executive 
director Jason Liechty says he is unsure if it 
will resume next summer. 

“T think the more traditional notion of posi- 
tive loitering is to do it very randomly, to keep

free coffee and tea for loiterers to help 

keep warm. For a short time, an off-shoot of 
positive loiterers gathered Friday nights at a 
corner up the street, on Leland Avenue and 
Malden Street. 


criminals on their guard,” Liechty said. 

Experts say tactics such as positive loiter- 
ing are indeed effective as long as residents can 
keep up the momentum and stay committed. 
In many cases of violence, such as the fatal 
fight near Fenger High School on Sept. 24, 
residents are left feeling vulnerable and power- 
less. When they work together, the experts say, 
they can regain a sense of control over their 
neighborhoods. 

“Absolutely it works,” said Phillip Hampton, 
Chicago’s community policing director. “It is 
both prevention and intervention. It also allows 
residents to feel empowered against crime.”

Somali pirates seize ship, crew 


NAIROBI, Kenya Somali pirates seized 

a Chinese cargo ship Monday with 25 
people onboard, a naval spokesman for the 
European Union’s anti-piracy force said, in 
the first successful attack on a Chinese ves- 
sel since the country deployed three naval 
warships to the region. 

Cmdr. John Harbour said coalition forces 
had observed at least two pirates onboard the 
deck of the De Xin Hai and the cargo ship 
also was towing two light skiffs used by the 
pirates behind it. All 25 crew onboard are 
Chinese, he said.

The attack occurred early Monday in the 
Indian Ocean about 700 miles east of the Somali 
coastline. Harbour said he believed it was 
the farthest afield the pirates had ever struck. 

Analyst Roger Middleton from British 
thinktank Chatham House said it was unlike- 
ly that the Chinese would want to endanger 


the lives of their crew through direct inter- 
vention. French and American navies have 
both engaged pirates holding hostages, he 
said, but only when the navies believed the 
hostages’ lives were in imminent danger. 

The Chinese “probably would use a more 
cautious approach,” Middleton said. But, he 
added: “We've never seen so many Chinese 
citizens captured at a time when Chinese 
ships were in the region.” 

Somali pirates use sophisticated equipment 
and so-called larger “mother ships” to enable 
them to strike hundreds of miles offshore.

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Revisiting 
‘the trade’ 


The Bears are a 
disappointing 3-2 
after a sloppy loss 
Sunday. Meanwhile, 
no one wants to talk 
about Kyle Orton-led 
Denver at 6-0. 

Did the Bears 
make a mistake? 

Maybe. But I 
doubt they'd have 
the 3-2 record with 
Orton. He just 
doesn’t have the 
talent to duplicate 
Cutler’s heroics 
against Pittsburgh 
and Seattle. At the same time, I doubt Denver 
would be as successful with the erratic Cutler. 

I can’t remember a greater immediately 
impactful, mutually beneficial trade in history. 

Orton’s dreaded manage-the-game quarter- 
backing where he “gets the job done” by “get- 
ting the ball to his receivers,” “making smart 
decisions” and “growing neck beards” has been 
exactly what Denver needed for its talented 
receivers and solid backs. 

Meanwhile, Cutler is as much of a mind-set 
of hope as anything. 

It’s alot more comforting to have him 
behind center than Orton. Cutler is undoubt- 
edly more talented, yet as a gunslinger is more 
prone to turnovers and damaging plays (in 
particular, throwing picks in the red zone). 

The Bears receivers are not as talented, so 
he’s had to create plays, making 2008 back 
Matt Forte a ghost while Earl Bennett and 
Johnny Knox are household names. 

When the trade was made, the draft picks 
got the headlines first, then Orton. When the 
2009 first- and third-rounder and the 2010 
first-rounder are factored into the equation, 
it looks like a win for the Broncos. With the 
Bears handing out draft picks like ads for 
menswear on Michigan Avenue, the holes that 
need to be filled in order for Cutler to excel 
might not be addressed for a while. For now, 
both teams have their quarterbacks and are 
better for it. 

Is Orton playing over his head? Maybe. Will 
Cutler get better? Probably. I’d take Cutler 
over Orton any day; talent usually wins out in 
the long run. But is a franchise quarterback 
worth a good quarterback and draft picks con- 
sidering the aging team and holes the Bears 
have? I don’t know. 

Would I make this trade over again?

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Introducing Lincoln Hall, 
Schubas’ new concert 


hall in the former 3 Penny

Lincoln Hall, the new music venue 
housed in Lincoln Park’s old 3 Penny 
movie theater and owned by the guys 
behind Schubas, is not a replica of the 
popular Lakeview spot. 

It’s better. 

That’s not a dig on Schubas, the 20-year-old 
institution that built its name on a great music 
room for discovering new acts. It’s that the 8,400- 
square-foot Lincoln Hall, which boasts a warm 
front bar-restaurant and a large, bi-level music 
room with an upstairs and downstairs bar, is a dif- 
ferent place entirely. Its more comfortable than 
its sibling. Refined, even. An added bonus: LH is 
but a few doors down from the shuttered legend- 
ary rock club Lounge Ax, which left a live-music 
vacancy in Lincoln Park that LH will help fill.

At first glance, LH’s music room—a wide yet 
shallow, 507-capacity space with a high ceiling 
anda mezzanine level overlooking the low-to- 
the-ground stage—is remarkably reminiscent of 
Rogers Park’s short-lived Morse Theatre. LH is 
big, at least compared to Schubas’ 167 capacity, but 
still feels cozy. Even at the back of the room, you're 
not far from the performer. However, this does 
provide LH with one pitfall not faced by Schubas: 
During a less-than-raucous show (Mike Doughty’s 
acoustic show Friday provided a rare seated perfor- 
mance for the venue’s musical debut), you can hear 
the conversation from the adjacent restaurant. At 
one point, Doughty stopped the show to wait for 
talkers to settle down, when in actuality he was 
only hearing the noise from the next room. 

Based on its first show, Lincoln Hall already 
delivers a clean, full sound that takes control of 
the room without overpowering it. Heavier shows 
than Doughty (such as Russian Circles Dec. 12) 
may thunder more strongly around the club (and 
maybe into the restaurant), but intimate music will 
be no less accessible with the volume turned up. 

While Schubas’ tight, frequently cramped music 
room feels like a place where fans are keeping a 
musical secret, Lincoln Hall’s performance space is 
more like a communal gathering, where a substan- 
tial crowd has joined to celebrate an artist with a 
few notches on its belt. (Upcoming acts include 
Brendan Benson and Jay Farrar with Ben Gibbard) 
How will this newbie affect the Chicago music 
scene? Well, similar-sized spaces like Bottom 
Lounge and Double Door probably are looking 
over their shoulders, though the experience of a 
Lincoln Hall show is more like a shrunken-down,

cleaned-up Metro or a hipper Park West. 

And the food? Well, while Schubas’ Harmony 
Grill is somewhat of an aside to the bar and con- 
cert area, Lincoln Hall’s 12-table restaurant-bar is 
one and the same, delivering small plates, salads, 
sandwiches and wraps for under $10. (A roasted 
chicken and white bean wrap, $7.95, suffered 
from an overcooked sweet potato inside, but the 
Lincoln burger, $9, was juicy and delicious.) 

A few things worth noting: During shows at 
Lincoln Hall, servers bring drinks to concertgoers 
as they do at Schubas. The atmosphere feels a little 
more upscale, but there are still servers with tat- 
toos and lip-rings, and the bar area still throbs with 
music you actually want to hear (such as Hockey 
and La Roux). A few tables in the mezzanine offer 
seating during the show. For larger shows, you will 
need a ticket to get into the building at all. 

Frequently when a new music venue comes 
along there’s reason to worry about its strategy, 
its level of organization and its potential for 
longevity (see the currently-shuttered Morse 
Theatre). Thanks to the Schubas crew, Lincoln 
Hall is reason for celebration instead of concern.
